This office action is in response to the decision on appeal by the BPAI dated 
10/30/2009. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Craig Fisher on March 12, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 2, 4-9, 14, 17, 18 and 20 are cancelled 

Claims 10 and 12 are amended. 

Amend claim 10 as follows: Replace "The automatically deformable nozzle 
regulator as set forth in claim 9, further comprising a nozzle regulator cavity bounded by 
the outer cylinder, the inner cylinder and the inlet section such that the inlet side of the 
nozzle regulator cavity is sealed and the outlet side of the nozzle regulator cavity is 
open so that fluid can only flow into the nozzle regulator cavity from the outlet side." 
With - - An deformable nozzle regulator, comprising: 

an outer cylinder having a hollow interior and an inlet side and an outlet side at 
opposite end of the cylinder along a longitudinal direction: 
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an inner cylinder disposed concentrically within the outer cylinder and having a 
fluid passageway in the longitudinal direction such that fluid can flow through the fluid 
passageway from the inlet side to the outlet side; 

an inlet section having a convergent cross-section shape that connects the outer 
cylinder and the inner cylinder at the inlet side such that the fluid enters the nozzle 
regulator at the inlet section and flows into the fluid passageway; and 

a nozzle regulator cavity bounded by the outer cylinder, the inner cylinder and 
the inlet section such that the inlet side of the nozzle regulator cavity is sealed and the 
outlet side of the nozzle regulator cavity is open so that fluid can only flow into the 
nozzle regulator cavity from the outlet side; 

wherein the automatically deformable nozzle regulator is constructed of a 
deformable material.- - 

Amend claim 12 as follows: Replace "The automatically deformable nozzle 
regulator as set forth in claim 9, further comprising an output nozzle projecting from the 
outlet side of the outer cylinder and being part of the inner cylinder such that a surface 
area of the output nozzle is capable of being in contact with the fluid." With - - An 
automatically deformable nozzle regulator, comprising: 

an outer cylinder having a hollow interior and an inlet side and an outlet side at 
opposite end of the cylinder along a longitudinal direction; an inner cylinder disposed 
concentrically within the outer cylinder and having a fluid passageway in the longitudinal 
direction such that fluid can flow through the fluid passageway from the inlet side to the 
outlet side; 
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an inlet section having a convergent cross-sectional shape that connects the 
outer cylinder and the inner cylinder at the inlet side such that the fluid enters the nozzle 
regulator at the inlet section and flows into the fluid passageway; and 

an output nozzle projecting from the outlet side of the outer cylinder and being 
part of the inner cylinder such that a surface area of the output nozzle is capable of 
being in contact with the fluid; 

wherein the automatically deformable nozzle regulator is constructed of a 
deformable material.- -
